Dr. Chandrasekhar, author of 
mimerons books was presented 
by the Department of Sociology 
and Anthropology in the first 
slop of his North American tour. 
„• He began his speech on "The 
Problems of an Increasing Popu- 
lation in Communist China" by 
stating that large populations 
only constitute a problem when 
resources are not adequate to 
minimal population needs. 

""Thcre are three common at- 
titudes to the problem". Dr. 
Chandrasekhar continued. "There 
are those who believe that you 
must either expand and develop 
resources or cut down on the 
birth-rate, or prepare to -face 
starvation and disaster in the 
very near future. This is the 
.school of thought to which I be- 
long". 

VATICAN . KREMLIN AXIS 
''Then there are those who 
blame the problem on the exist- 
ing economic and social order. 
These fall Into two classes, and 
may be called the Vatican-Krem- 
lin axis. They believe that ex- 
ternal remedies such as birth- 
control are unnecessary.

Turning to China Dr. Chan- 
drashekar said that: ,

trol-huge demonstrations of con- 
traceptive techniques were viev 
ed by 340 million Chinese, who 
were required to pass compre- 
hension tests. Chinese were told 
Uiat moral .Comrades should resv 
triçt themselves to three children. 



REVERSAL 
"Two^weeks later, this policy 
was_ abruptly and comple- 
Je .V reversed; Comrades wera 
told to have six. se^•en or more 
children and that citizens in a 
Communist state should be first 
and last producers, not consu- 
mers. The programme was re- 
versed I think, because it was .i 
virtual admission that Commu- 
nism could not cope with ttia 
country s problems through ideo- 
logical methods, and was thus 
almost a vote of no confidence in 
Communism". Dr. Chandrashe- 
Uar concluded. 

. "Thj result has been that China 
now has a net annual population 
increase of 22 million per year — 
the equivalent of a new Canada 
and Ceylon every .year. 

"China's next '.solution was the 
Commune system, ins'itiited i<i 
1053. and designed to "libérale" 
womon for the labour force. Pco- 
P e live in settlements whose acti- 
vities are directed completely by 
a loudspeaker. There is absolutely 
no nrivacy and no solitude: tha 
work-day begins at .'îr.'^O'in tlio 
inornijiB and when it is concluded, 
lliero follows compulsory entertain- 
ment. * 

.. "i" y»e evening tlicrc are daily 
'self-abasement sessions" at 
which everyone must confess their 
sins and bei; forgiveness of the 
slate.

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Tripping on a Turnabout 

Vice-President RichnrcJ Milhous N i'x o n is a 
unique political phenomenon. The way he shifts his 
position, chameleon-like, on key issues, is singularly 
remarkable. And even more remarkable is the fact 
that these turnabouts hardly alter his public image. 

If the late Senator -Joseph McCarthy had de- 
cided one day to support a .socialist for high office, 
or if Adlai Stevenson voted against integration or 
endorsed a loyalty oath for university educators, a 
radical metamorphosis in the electorate's conception 
of these two political giants would have inevitably 
resulted. ' • 

Not 60 with Nixon. The Republican candidate 

for the presidency of the United States has never 
been linked to any substantial philosophic outlooks. 
He has been able to get away, for this very reason, 
with mutually contradictory policy pronouncements 
such as the following : "Federal activity and respon- 
" .Ability is inevitable in the field of education," and 
"Federal aid looks good on paper, but it won't work." 
And all this without losing any of hia following. 

But the. Vice-President has now carried out a 
policy reversal that may well turn out to be too 
much, too soon, After justifying the U-2 spy plane 
incident, last spring, despite its obvious illegality, 
on tKe ground that failure to fly over Soviet territory 
would have been prejudicial to U.S. security, Mr. 
Nixon ha.s now attacked Senator |Cennedy's proposjed 
Cuba policy on the' grounds that it "violates the 
spirit of the law." 

When the Vice-President took his "stand" on 
the U-2 issue, he sacrificed international law for 
political capital. On the Cuban issue, he seems pre- 
pared to sacrifice the pol » v he enunciated at the 
time of the spy plane incident for (idlierence to 
international law. He must be doing this because 
he feels it will bring him votes in next month's 
election. Many astute political observers feel he is 
wrong. We hope. so. It's about time he tripped on 
a turnabout. , '

It must l>e stressed that as an 
honours society, the Scarlet Key 
cannot conduct themselves as 
"bouncers". The Society uses 
moral euasion only,^ never physi- 
cal force. Police and professional 
stadium help are present for 
these purposes. 

The suggestion that the Inter 
Fraternity Council invite two frn- 
ternilies to maintain order mi;;ht 
alleviate (he problem somewhat in 
that the Scarlet Key would have 
two Itiss fraternities to control. 

The question of riiceting the 
MCWA delegates was also raised. 
45 universities are expected. The 
Society is prepared to assUt in 
welcoming tJie visitors at delegate 
registration, and to aid at all 
other MCWA affairs. 

However, the function of the 
Scarlet Key js NOT to replace a 
reception conimhtce for every ac» 
tivity. Such arrangements arc pro- 
perty the responsTbility . of MCWA 
and other committees and not of 
an honour society. 

As a practical matter, it would 
be far simpler for any activity to 



leave; such . chores to tho Scarlet 
Key." However, from the viewpoint 
of the executive of the Society, 
there are only 20 to 30 members, 
all upperclnssmen, many of whom 
are extreniely octive on campus, 
e.g. Winter Carnival Chairman, 
Debating Union President, and It 
would be unfair to them to appro- 
ve 45 as.slgnmcnts, during school 
hours, in a sphere of activities 
which, in our jugdmcnt does not 
constitute part of our duties as an 
honour society.; This is particular- 
ly true in the light of the many 
requests in areas which ore pro- 
çcriy within the mandate of the 
Society. 

The Scarlet Key Society will stri- 
ve to conduct its duties consistent 



with its existence as an honour, 
society. In our ciirrent state of 
transition, - which applies also to 
procedures for assignment re- 
quès(s,')|we might be remiss now 
and'thènr'ahd we Invite this to be 
brouglit to our' attention. Only in 
this way cm we improve our So- 
ciety, and meet our obligations 
with honour. In this way everyone 
shall "point" to the Scarlet Key 
with respect and pride. 

I looic forward to continuing our 
interesting relations with the 
"Dally" and thank them, on be- 
half of the Society for their consi- 
deration.

CONTINUATIONS 

They will also continue to run 
tlie Security' Council and panel 
discussions. The Executive found,

Jim Hayes, Chairman of the 
UMUN executive, said that he 
hoped representatives would 
come to the' conference from 
Cambridge to represent the Unit 
cd Kingdom. Soviet Union stu 
dents, he continued have also 
shown interest in the prolect.

DEFICIT 

Speaking of finances, , Hayes 
pointed out that last year's UMUN 
had a deficit of $4,500. Although 
the U.N. Association of Montreal 
had taken over part of the debt, 
$1,500 was still owed. It was 
proposed for next year that the 
delegation fee be raised 'from $15 
to S20 and that the number of 
each delcRation be limited to 
three. 

Hayes said that the UMUN 
would also seek substantial con- 
tributions from the Quebec De- 
partment of Education, and that 
their' ultimate aim wa.< to make 
themselves self-supporting. Last 
year the UMUN was able to raise 
S4.000. , but contribution will pro 
bably be lower this year. 

AVOID CANVASSING 

"We would "like to avoid, as 
much as possible, the door . to 
door type of canvassing", declar- 
ed Hayes. 

In collecting money this year, 
the UMUN has asked the SEC for 
a donation of $250. In a recent 
meeting Council decided to. give 
only $50 at the present time. This 
grant will be increased to $250 
if and when' satisfactory plans for 
UMUN '01 are presented to the 
Council.
